Postdoctoral Position in Event-Related Potentials 


Applications are now being accepted at the Research Institute of Scripps Clinic in La Jolla, Cal- 
ifornia, for a well-qualified cognitive psychologist seeking to develop research expertise with event- 
related brain potentials (ERPs). This position will provide training in the use of ERPs for assessing 
cognitive function as part of a large scale project on the inheritability of alcoholism. Ample oppor- 
tunities for collaborative research on normals and a variety of neurological patient populations are 
also available. Previous experience with ERPs is desirable but not necessary. Competency with com- 
puter operating systems, especially UNIX and DOS, is critical and programming ability in C or Pascal 
is highly desirable. The individual must also have good interpersonal and organizational skills. The 
initial appointment is for one year beginning as early as January 1991, with continued funding expected 
for up to two years but contingent upon performance and mutual agreement. Salary range is based 
on NIMH guidelines with excellent fringe benefits.
